T. J. Rawlings, a garageman. of 
near Blairsville; H. L. Shank.

were the speakers at the meeting at 
which Raymond E. DeardorfT. Seven j 
Stars, formerly clerk to the Adams 
county commissioaers, presided. 
“We must take a large portion of 
the taxes from real estate, or farm ­ 
ers face ruin,’’ Mr. Rawlings, pres­ 
ident 
of the state 
Tax 
Justice 
League, asserted. 
•'Seeks J astite” 
Declaring that the league “does 
not ask special privileges, but seeks 
only Justice for the taxpayers." Mr 
Rawlings said real estate, which 
comprise one-fourth of the wealth 
of the state “should be taxed pro­ 
portionately. and not excessively as 
at present." 
The average 
school 
millage in Pennsylvania, he asserted, 
is 16 mills. 
The speaker said Professor Weav­ 
er. of State College, had informed 
him that a tax oi four mins lur 
school purposes, plus an income tax 
of two per cent would be sufficient 
to give Pennsylvania an efficient 
school system. 
Mr. Rawlings also advocated the 
abolition of all taxes on real estate 
for road purposes, cutting govern­ 
mental costs to a parity with 1913. 
the abolition of many "useless bu­ 
reaus and commissions,” the aboli­ 
tion of all state, county and munlc- 
ipally-owned 
automobiles. 
strict 
regulation of all public utilities and 
a reduction in their rates. 
Attacks U tilities 
Pointing to the mounting costs of 
governments, national, state' and lo­ 
cal. the speaker asserted “there can 
be no prosperity until salaries of all 
officials are reduced.” 
Mr. 
Rawlings 
was 
particularly 
vehement in his denunciation of 
service charges of public utilities, 
and asked why consumers should be 
asked to “guarantee utilities a re­ 
turn of seven per cent on their in­ 
vestment, 
which 
often 
includes 
jmuch watered stock.” 
The speaker also flayed the prac­ 
tice of judges who hold court out­ 
side their own counties, and cited 
figures, showing that four Pennsyl­ 
vania 
jurists 
had 
received, 
in 
.salaries and extra pay for holding 
court elsewhere, $96,000 in nineteen 
months. 
“Judge Barnett, of Perry 
county,” the speaker said, “held 
court outside his own county for 
300 days in 19 months, drawing a 
salary of $30 for each day and ex­ 
penses.”

But he never got very far—able as 
he was—the point being that he depended too much upon the services of 
others, not putting his own resources to work and keeping them to work. 
We are only able as we demonstrate our worth and ability. 
And it 
is uch a big word—so much to do. so much to solve, so many things 
awaiting our efforts. 
We must come to realize that there are certain 
things to do in this world that no one better fitted than ourself is able 
best to perform.
